Its 
opponents, the -gdvocates of high 
tariffs, could not |hope to destroy it 
‘outright but they contrived a series 
of amendments that would have 
made it-practically ineffective. 

As it stood, the act permitted the 
President to reduce American tariffs, 
within fixed limits, on his own 
authority, in. return for reciprocal 
concessions by foreign markets. 

Starting with President Franklin 
Roosevelt, this power has been used 
to scale .down American tariffs 
drastically.” The whole GATT struc- 
ture of trade, from which Canada 
has benefited on a huge scale, rested 
largely on the United States tariff 
legislation. 

The amendments proposed in the 
Corgress would have crippled the 
power of the President by repealing 
his right to reject the reports of the 
Tariff Commission when it proposed 
a rise in tariffs. The famous’ Kerr 
formula would have made the Tariff 
Commission's rulings final unless the 
Congress, within ninety days, upheld 
the President's objection to them. In 
practical politics this simply meant 
that the Tariff Commission at any 
time could raise tariffs by using the 
“escape clause” of the GATT con- 
tracts with foreign nations.

About one -in -ten--campers is an 
American tourist. But one of the best 
features of the whole system is that the 
majority of camping parties is composed 
of family groups. As never before, 
parents and children are getting out into 
the woods for hikes, fishing, swimming 
and outdoor cookery. It's made as con- 
venient as possible for them, without 
detracting from the sense of roughing it. 


The Money Men 


And thereby hangs a tale. Some ele 
ments in the provincial government have 
observed this development and Seen it 
as a source of revenue. A dollar a visit, 
they figure, would mean a couple of 
miltion dollars a year. income, with more 
to come. 

With money rolling in, and perhaps 
a slight fallingoff in customers, there 
would be suggestions for luring more 
campers with offers of hot showers, 
cnokhouses, maybe even electric light— 
thus completely destroying the outdoors 
character of the parks and spoiling them 
for the thousands who are delighted with 
ther as they are now. 

Tiiese parks are the people's. They 
are the small bits of our .province left 
for our use without charge. And why 


we ‘should pay to camp on our own | 


property is hard to understand. 

It is true that we pay through taxes, 
but at least this money is building up 
our own asset. There are plenty of 
commercial camping places, motels and 
other facilities for those who like special 
amenities and are able to pay for_ them. 
But the parks should remain open and 
free 


So far, the behaviour of the campers 
has generally been very good, The camp 
sites are left clean and tidy. But if a 
fee must be paid, a good many people 
are going to say, “Let some employee 
do the work, I've paid for it,” and the 
parks will suffer. 

Again, when the forests must be 
declared closed because of fire hazard, 
these park camping sites remain open 
because thei: fire places are wel? pro- 
tected. 
forests, can it then morally demand pay- 
Ment of a fee to enter the only areas 
it has left open? 

By all indications camping is going 
to become one of the major recreations 
of our generation. With future leisure 
time increasing for all citizens, the popu- 
larity of the outdoors will continue to 
grow. It will be merely sound logic for 
those in authority to plan now for more 
park reserves in choice locations. After 
a hundred years, British Columbians are 


beginning to appreciate, and demand, the 
use of their property for recreation.

Second, Molotov, Malenkov and the 
other members of the “anti-party group” 
are known to have looked to this same 
Marshal Malinovsky to give them army 
support at the time of the famous June 
Plenum. They were then disappdinted 
in this hope, and Khrushchev triumphed 
with Zhukov'’s active aid at this crucial 
meeting of-the Communist Party Central 
Committee in June, 1956. 

There used to be'a link, therefore, be- 
tween Molotov and Malinovsky. Conse. 
quently, the ‘Kremlinologists are asking 
whether . Malinovsky, having served 
Khrushchev in the demotion of his rival 
Zhukov, may not now have joined with 
Molotov to clip Khrushchev's wings. 

Speculation centres upon Malinovsky 
for a rather simple reason.

government. 

Claiming the white pine is a 
disease named White Pine Blis- 
ter Rust. It was unknown in 
Canada, or at least unrecognized 
until 1910, when it appeared on 
both east and west coasts. 

Before relating the fantastic 
manner by which it spreads, 
pause to hear a precedent about 
how foreign diseases came, saw 
and conquered, 


Invaders Conquer 


There are two classes of for- 
est diseases—native and foreign. 
Our forests build up some im- 
munity to native diseases. But 
they can fall prey quickly to an 
invader. 

A number of foreign diseases 
have come to North America in 

4 the last century. About 1900 the 
Chestnut Blight arrived from 
the Orient. It came in with graft- 
ing material which was intend 
ed to improve the eastern chest 
nut, There was no concern felt 
at the time—our young contin 
ent was buried in forests. 


The Chestnut, which once rep- 


resented 50 per cent of the for- 


forms a fungus and breaks out 
on a branch in yellow, powdery 
spores. The wind spreads these 
over several hundred miles. 


Then begins a process demon- 
strating the determination of 


this plague. To survive it has to} 


find a currant or gooseberry 
bush. These are alternate hosts 
to the fungus. Two seasons are 
spent spoiling these bushes, un- 
til in the fall a new spore forms 
and heads back to the pinealt 
must find a pine within a radius 
of a quarter of a mile . 

All rusts follow this pattern. 
A Douglas fir rust dotes also 
on cottonwood, another which 
bothers fir alternates with 
trembling aspen. A true fir rust 
goes back and forth to blueber- 
ries, Another pine rust goes to 
asters and goldenrod. 

If we had started earlier, and 
had removed all the currants 
and gooseberries within one- 
quarter mile of white pine, the 
disease would have died out. 

Last year, 10,846,279 -cubic 
feet of white pine were har 
vested and showed up in the 
homes of B.C. as baby shoes, 
roast beef, new cars and other
